He con­ 
tended that the Monroe doctrine was 
simply one of national self-preserva­ 
tion, and said that if the invasion of 
the South American republics by Great 
Britain should endanger the welfare or 
menace the safety of this government 
in any way we should apply this doc­ 
trine and resent her action with all the 
strength and resources of a mighty na­ 
tion. We must be the exclusive judges 
of when the doctrine is to be applied. 
We cannot, he maintained, perifait Great 
Britain or any other foreign power to 
Adermine when and to what extent the 
acquisition of territory on the Western 
hemisphere will imperil our govern­ 
ment. 
He thought, however, that it 
would be ample time to act when the 
Venezuelan commission shall have re­ 
ported. 
The Hansbrough seed resolution was 
then taken up. Mr. Blanchard (Dem., 
La.) spoke in support of the resolution, 
criticising the secretary of agriculture 
for not distributing seeds. 
The sen­ 
ator declared that the secretary had 
adopted a pretext to defeat a law and 
had virtually “taken by the throat1* an 
enactment of congress. It was not the 
first act of this kind, as the enactment 
directing the payment of sugar bounties 
had been nullified by Comptroller 
! Bowles. The senator ’ expressed the 
hope that congress, in vindication of its 
rights and powers, would compel them 
to have regard for the law. 
At 2:15 the resolution contemplating 
a reform in handling appropriation bills 
by distributing them among the several 
committees was taken up, and Mr. Alli­ 
son, chairman of the appropriations 
committee, moved to refer the resolu­ 
tion to the committee on rules, to be re­ 
ported back without amendment 
the 
first Monday of next December. There 
was much confusion in the chamber 
with conflicting motions and efforts at 
an agreement on the pending resolution. 
Finally the motion of Mr. Allison was 
adopted, 40 to 28.

HOESE RECEIVES CANAL REPORT. 


OF KILLING PEARL 


MURDERERS MAKE CONFLICT­ 
ING STATEM ENTS. 


Scott Jackson mod Aloozo Walling, 
the Slayers of Pearl Bryan, Spend 
Friday in the«Attempt to Fix the 
Guilt on Each Other—Excitrment 
is Growing. 


Extensive Data on the Nicaragua Project 
Are Furnished. 
Washington, 
Feb. 
8. — President 
Cleveland on Friday sent to the house 
the report of the commissioners ap­ 
pointed under act of congress to make 
an investigation of the route of the 
proposed Nicaragua canal. The report 
contains elaborate data respecting the 
work already done by the company, the 
physical characteristics of the country, 
the dangers to be met, the weak points 
to be overcome, and various other de­ 
tailed statistical information. The re­ 
port treats the canal question under 
three divisions, viz.: The eastern, Grey- 
town harbor; the lake and river divi­ 
sion, from Ochoa to the west side of 
Lake Nicaragua; and the western divi­ 
sion, from Lake Nicaragua to the Pa­ 
cific ocean. The commission presents 
the following comparative recapitula­ 
tion of estimates of cost for the whole 
canal: Company’s estimate, 1895, old 
basin line, $66,466,880; company’s esti­ 
mate, 1895, low level line, $69,893,660; 
board’s estimate, 1895, low level line, 
$133,472,893. 
The climate of Nicaragua is said to he 
mild, equable, and humid, 
and 
the 
value of labor is cheap; but the opening 
of earth excavations may be expected 
to develop malarial diseases. The vol­ 
canic and seismic forces are declining, 
and will not imperil the stability of the 
canal. For obtaining the necessary data 
for a final project eighteen months’ 
time, covering two dry seasons, and an 
expenditure of $350,000 will be required.

Cincinnati, Ohio, Feb. 8.—Although 
it is just one week since the decapi­ 
tated body of Pearl Bryan was found 
near Fort Thomas, Ky., there was more 
excitement Friday over the tragedy 
here and in the Kentucky suburbs than 
on any previous day.

liars and exhibit murderous feeling 
toward each other. 
All efforts have been directed to find­ 
ing Pearl Bryan’s head. Jackson says 
Walington carried it in a valise to the 
Covington suspension bridge and threw 
it into the river, or he might have car­ 
ried it to his home at Hamilton and 
thrown it from the Miami bridge. Wal­ 
ling says he had nothing to do with the 
decapitation or disposal of the head. 
He led the officers to believe Jackson 
had buried it in a sandbar opposite 
Dayton, Ky., or dropped it in the sewer 
on Richmond street.

Lively Controversy Over the Speech 
Mr. Talbert of South Carolina. 
Washington, Feb. 8.—The house on 
Friday suddenly became involved in a 
hitter controversy. It sprang from re­ 
m arks made by Mr. Talbert (dem.), of 
South Carolina, in defense of secession, 
which Mr. Barrett (rep.), of Massachu­ 
setts, interpreted as treasonable. 
He 
had the speaker’s words taken down 
and offered a resolution of censure. 
After a wrangle and some explanations 
Mr. Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, moved 
to refer the Barrett resolution to the 
committee on judiciary. This was car­ 
ried by a vote of 154 to 41. This is 
understood to mean that no notice will 
he taken of the matter. 
The debate on the free silver substi­ 
tute for the bond bill then proceeded. 
The house met at 10:30 o’clock, with 
less than thirty members present and 
only a few stragglers in the galleries. 
Mr. Newlands (silverite, Nev.) awoke 
the empty echoes of the vast hall with 
a vigorous argument in favor of the 
free and independent coinage of silver. 
He asserted that not a single debtor 
nation in the world had maintained 
the gold standard except the United 
States, and we had done so at the price 
of continued bond issues. Mr. Hart­ 
mann (rep., Mont.) and Mr. Kern (pop., 
Neb.) followed in favor of concurrence 
and Mr. Tucker (dem., Va.) in favor of 
non-concurrence. 
The president’s message transmitting 
to the house the report of the Nicara­ 
gua canal commission in response to 
the house resolution was laid before the 
house. 
The night session for the considera­ 
tion of private pension bills was dis­ 
pensed with in order that the bond bill 
debate might proceed to-night. An ar­ 
rangement was effected for closing gen­ 
eral debate on the bill at the close of 
the legislative day on Monday, and the 
house in committee of the whole re­ 
sumed the consideration of the bond 
hill. 
Mr. Dfctterson (dem., Tenn.) spoke in 
favor of non-concurrence and deplored 
the fact that a great economic problem 
had become the football cf politics. The 
issue was not, he said, whether the 
United States should adopt a bi-metal­ 
lic standard. If that were the question 
bimetallism would receive the unani­ 
mous approval of the house. It was a 
question of our power to establish the 
free coinage of silver at 16 to I and re­ 
tain the ability to maintain silver so 
minted in circulation concurrently with 
gold and redeemable in gold. Mr. Wil­ 
liams (dem., Miss.) followed Mr. Pat­ 
terson in favor of free silver. 
Mr. 
Broderick (rep., Kas.) and Mr. Boners 
(rep., Cal.) closed the debate for the 
afternoon. 
Just before the recess was taken Mr. 
Pearson (rep., N. C.) whose original col­ 
loquy with Mr. Talbert had caused the 
latter to rise to a question of personal 
privilege, made a humorous speech in

The Prise-Fight Bill Signed. 
Washington, Feb. 8.—The Catron 
bill to prevent prize fighting in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia and territories was 
signed by the president Friday and be 
came a law. The bill did not reach the 
white house until 4 o’clock or after­ 
ward, and in its case the usual routine 
was departed from and the measure 
taken at once to Mr. Cleveland, who, 
sifter examining its provisions, prompt­ 
ly attached his signature, so that from 
the date of signature prize fighting is 
a felony on soil over which the federal 
government has exclusive jurisdiction. 
Prompt measures will be taken to see 
that it is not violated.

and fired, the ball taking efTect in the 
left cheek and passing out through the 
back of the head. Joseph then delib­ 
erately placed the muzzle of the rifle 
between hi6 eyes and touched the trig­ 
ger with is foot, blowing his brains and 
the top of his head completely off. 
The father had left the house early in 
the morning and after his departure the 
quarrel commenced. Neighbors were in­ 
formed of the tragedy, and when they 
entered the house a sickening scene 
was presented. The two boys lay dead 
on the floor, surrounded by filth and 
squalor. The father had neglected his 
children until they were almost starved.

suspects were refused bail.

A post-mortem was held at which the 
physicians decided that the head of 
Pearl Bryan had been cut off while she 
was alive. They could find no traces of 
drugs. 
The lawyers are anxious for 
positive evidence on this point in order 
to establish beyond doubt the charge of 
murder. 
Scott Jackson Friday night sent for 
Secretary Tibbitts of the Y. M. C. A. 
Later Tibbitts wrote this confession as 
it was dictated by Jackson, and the lat­ 
ter signed it:

He was at the time of his death proba­ 
bly the wealthiest man in Indiana, his 
possessions being estimated at $1,750,- 
000. 
The funeral will be held Sunday 
afternoon. 
The body will be buried in 
Crown Hill cemetery at the foot of a 
beautiful family monument which Mr. 
English erected several years ago. 


Balfour on Cnm-ncy Reform. 
London, Feb. 8.—Replying to a depu­ 
tation representing agricultural inter­ 
ests the first lord of the treasury, Mr. 
A. J. Balfour, informed his visitors that 
the government was preparing various 
measures for the relief of the agricul­ 
tural classes. Mr. Balfour also stated 
that it was his personal conviction that 
agriculture suffered doubly owing to 
the present condition of the currency, 
and expressed his personal belief that 
the reduced prices were largely due to 
the artificial appreciation of gold which 
followed the demonetization of silver 
and, secondly, to the artificial advantage 
given the producer in silver-using coun­ 
tries over the producer in gold-using 
countries.

C oal V essel-L oad in g M achine*. 
Machines for transferring coal from 
cars to vessels more rapidly than can 
be done by any of the old processes are 
now receiving a great deal of attention 
at Lake Erie ports and three new ma­ 
chines are soon to be put in operation at 
Cleveland. 
One of these is for the Erie 
Coal 
Transfer company and is on the New 2 
York. Pennsylvania & Ohio dock. This 
will probably be completed within a 
week or two. 
The loaded car is run 
into a large cylinder, where it is se­ 
curely fastened, and the 
cylinder is 
then rolled up an inclined plane, step­ 
ping in the right position to let the 
coal fall out of the car by gravity. 
The machine that is being built on 
the Cleveland & Pittsburg dock consists 
of a cradle in which a loaded car is 
placed and then swung on a trunnion, 
tipping the car sufficiently to pour out 
its contents. 
The coal falls through 
six hoppers into six buckets, which are 
then conveyed to the hold of the vessel. 
A third machine, differing from the 
other two, is to be built on the Cuddy- j 
Mullen dock. 
It is said that the com­ 
pany has orders to build similar ma­ 
chines at Toledo, Huron and Ashtabula. 
At the latter place there is one of the 
McMyler machines, which 
was 
built 
last year.
